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TOWN OF NEW IPSWICH 
BREACH OF PEACE ORDINANCE 


BE IT HEREBY enacted that it shall be unlawful for any 
person to make, continue, or cause to be made or continued 
unnecessary loud noise, or any noise which either annoys, 
disturbs, injures, or endangers the comfort, repose, 
health, peace or safety of others, within the limits of 
the Town, and in accordance with the concepts, and 
procedures set forth below, pursuant to RSA 644:2. 


(A) Radios, Television sets, Musical Instruments, and 
Similar Devices. It shall be unlawful to operate, play or 


permit the operation or playing of any radio, television, 
phonograph, drum, musical instrument, sound amplifier, or 
Similar device which produces, reproduces, or amplifies 
sound between the hours of 10:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. in 
such a manner as to create a noise disturbance across a 
real property line. 


(B) Noise. Unnecessary noise - No person shall operate 
any motorized vehicle on any public or private way in the 
Town of New Ipswich so as to make any loud or other 
unnecessary noise as hereinafter defined. 


Definition: 

1s Vehicle - The word "vehicle" shall include bus, 
highway equipment, motorcycle, motor truck, motor vehicle, 
semi-trailer, sidecar, tractor, trailer, or other vehicle 
as defined by RSA:259 or as it may be amended. 


2 Way - The word "way" shall include crosswalk, 
intersection way or other public highway, any public or 
private parking lot, or other way, all as defined by 
RSA:259 or as it may be amended. 


3. Loud, Unusual or Other Unnecessary Noise - the words 
"loud, unusual or other unnecessary noise", shall include 
any noise occasioned by any one or more of the following 
actions of the operator of any vehicle: 


a) Misuse of power exceeding tire traction limits 
in acceleration, sometimes known as "laying down 
rubber" or "peeling rubber", or 

b) Misuse of braking power exceeding tire traction 
limits in deceleration where there is no emergency, 
or 

c). Rapid acceleration by means of quick upshifting 


of transmission gears with either a clutch or manual 
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transmission or an automatic transmission, or 


d). Rapid acceleration by means of quick 
downshifting of transmission gears with either a 
clutch or manual transmission or an automatic 
transmission, or 


e) Racing of engines by manipulations of the 
accelerator, gas pedal, carburetor, or gear selection 
whether the vehicle is either in motion or standing 
Stihl sior 


f.) The blowing of any horn except as a warning 
Signal or the use of any other noise making device 
whether the vehicle is either in motion or standing 
ati) Yor 


g) Sound production systems; (stereo system, AM or 
FM radio) operated within a motor vehicle shall be 
used in such a manner as to create unnecessary noise 
for any person other than the driver and passenger in 
said vehicle. 


C. Exceptions. The following uses and activities shall 
be exempt from noise level regulations: 


i tye Noises or safety signals, warning devices, and 
emergency pressure relief valves; 


ye Noises resulting from any authorized vehicle, 
when responding to an emergency call or acting 
in time of emergency; 


se Noises resulting from emergency and maintenance 
work as performed by the Town, by the State, or 
by Public Utilities Companies. Noises resulting 
from the provisions of municipal services; 


4. Any other noise resulting from activities of a 
temporary duration permitted by law and for 
which a license or permit therefore has been 
granted by the Town; 


fn, The unamplified human voice. 


6. Parades and public gatherings for which the 
Selectmen have issued a permit; 


‘i Bells, chimes or carillons while being used for 


religious purposes or in conjunction with 
religious services, and those bells, chimes or 
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carillons that are presently installed and in 
use for any purpose; 


8 On-site recreational or sporting activities 
sanctioned by the Town or State; 


9 Farming equipment and farming activity. 


Application for Special Permit. Application for a permit 
for relief from noise level designated in this ordinance 
on the basis of undue hardship may be made to the Board of 
Selectmen. Any permit granted by the Selectmen shall set 
forth all conditions pertaining to the specified noise and 
a reasonable time limit for its abatement. 


Violation: Any person, company, firm or owner of property 
or their agent who violates any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guilty of a violation and penalty shall 
be imposed not to exceed the sum of $1,000.00 for each 
occurrence.

The past year has been one of many challenges for all of 
us. In reflecting back it is our desire to focus on the 
positive and explore ways to try to improve. One of the 
most valuable assets in our community are the many 
citizens that volunteer their time and talents. This 
leads not only to cost savings but greater creativity. 


Many examples of volunteerism are easy to find. Although 
receiving a small stipend our Fire Department is an 
example of citizens acquiring skills and coming together 
to serve us. The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service also 
has members from New Ipswich that not only answer calls 
but put in countless hours of training, their only reward 
being the personal satisfaction of helping others. The 
list includes many other activities done by groups and 
individuals too numerous to mention and often done quietly 


without notice. The point is that New Ipswich has a 
volunteer level second to none in our area, without which 
we would have to spend more and receive less. To all 


those that serve the community this Board expresses it’s 
Sincere thanks. 


During the process that has led to the budget proposal 
contained in this Town Report, the Board has been mindful 
of the present economic conditions at the same time 
attempting to prevent us from slipping backward. One area 
in which we need to improve is our ability to stabilize 
the Town Tax Rate. In 1991 we saw a sharp rise in the 
school costs and returned to the taxpayer nearly all the 
fund balance (surplus) that had accumulated, the result 
was an unusually low Town Tax Rate. The following year 
(1992) we no longer has this available and also faced 
declining revenues that led to an increase. 


During the latter portion of the year Carl Brunelle 
resigned as a result of relocating to another town to 
start a business. We thank Carl for his contributions. 
After interviewing many candidates we asked Mr. Bruce 
Hamilton to fill the balance of the term until Town 
Meeting. We thank Bruce and all the others for their 
willingness to serve. 


In looking to the future it is our goal to work with local 


and area groups that seek to create jobs and to enhance 
our property tax base. 
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A special thank you to Town Employees, Board Members, and 
other elected officials for their cooperation and support 
throughout the year. Finally, we cannot overlook our 
office staff, Linda Langille, Cindy Morris and Joanne 
Meshna for their patience with us and their dedication.

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AUDIT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial 
statements of the Town of New Ipswich, New Hampshire for 
the year ended December 31, 1991 we considered the Town’s 
internal control structure to determine our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the 
financial statements and not to provide assurance on the 
internal control structure. 


However, during our audit we became aware of several 
matters that are opportunities for strengthening internal 
controls and operating efficiency. The memorandum that 
accompanies this letter summarizes our comments) and 
suggestions regarding those matters. This letter does not 
affect our report dated February 14, 1992 on the financial 
statements of the Town of New Ipswich, New Hampshire. 


We will review the status of these comments during our 
next audit engagement. We have aleady discussed many of 
these comments and suggestions with various Town personnel 
and we will be pleased to discuss them in further detail 
at your convenience, to perform any additional study of 
these matters or to assist you in implementing the 
recommendations. 


A. SEGREGATION OF DUTIES 


Recommendation - As the Town continues to expand its use 
of its computer software, it is very important that 
everyone at the Town Office be aware to the necessity, 
within the constraints of the limited number of Town 
personnel involved, to maintain proper segregation of 
duties. 


B. UPGRADING OF THE LEVEL OF TOWN ACCOUNTING AND COMPUTER 
USE 


Finding - Currently the Town is maintaining its accounting 
records on basically the cash basis, with adjustments made 
by the auditors at year end to convert to the modified 
accrual basis. 


Recommendation - The Town should begin to upgrade its 
accounting with the goal of eventually reporting on the 
modified accrual basis. This would primarily require that 
taxes be reported as revenue when the warrants are issued 
and collections be reported as a reduction of the taxes 
receivable, and not as revenue as currently reported. We 
have detailed the mechanics of doing this accounting in 


correspondence with the Selectmen’s Secretary and will 
continue to follow up on this area during the year. 


Management’s Comments - The Town Treasurer and Secretary 
have incorporated changes into the computer system and 
have begun using the modified accrual basis of accounting 
for the year 1992. 


C. RETURNED CHECK ACCOUNT AND ACCOUNTS PAYABLE ACCOUNT 


Finding - We noted during our audit tests that these 
accounts do not appear to have been reconciled during the 
year. 


Recommendation - The returned check account should ideally 
be reviewed monthly (at least quarterly) and the ending 
balance proven to specific checks still outstanding. 
Service charges received should be reclassified to a 


revenue account. The balance in the accounts payable 
account (#01-2010-101) should, based on current practice 
at the Town, be zero. If there is a balance in the 


account, it needs to be investigated and corrected. 


Management’s Comments - The recommendations have been 
implemented and are reviewed monthly. 


D. TRUST FUNDS 


Finding - Trust funds are maintained in numerous 
individual passbook accounts. In addition to being a 
cumbersome and time consuming system, the use of passbooks 
limits the return on the funds. 


Recommendation - We would recommend that the accounts in 
the Cemetery Trust be combined into a common trust to 
simplify handling and possibly increase the return on the 
funds. We would also recommend that a checking account be 
set up for depositing income from the funds. Currently 
the passbooks are used for this. However, expenditures 
must then be made via bank checks. 


Management’s Comments - This recommendation will be given 
further consideration. 


Finding - There were amounts due to and from the Capital 
Reserves funds at year end from previous years. 
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Recommendation -_ The following amounts’~ should _ be 
transferred to or from the Capital Reserve funds: 


$8,681. - Due from the Capital Reserves to the Town--from 
Fire Truck 


$1002.92 - Due from the Town to the Police Car Capital 
Reserve 


Management’s Comments - Amounts due to and from the 
Capital Reserve funds have been properly transferred. It 
was found that the above stated figures did not agree with 
Town records and adjustments were made: 


From Fire Truck Capital Reserve $8,105.06 
To Police Capital Reserve $1,003,505 


E. TAX COLLECTOR 


Finding - An affidavit of execution of tax lien was not 
presented by the Tax Collector to the Town as required by 
NH RSA’s. 


Recommendation - The Tax Colletor should present a copy of 
the affidavit of execution to the Town. 


Management’s Comments - A copy of this affidavit was 
mailed to accountants on March 2, 1991. 


Recommendation - Abatements should only be processed as 
approved from the Assessor’s office. The abatement 
approval should be completely filled in before it is given 
to the Tax Collector. 


Management’s Comments - This was for an abatement of 
interest for a hardship case that is paid by the State 
every year. (The Selectmen were aware of this). 


Finding - Numerous refunds of abated taxes were included 
on the Tax Collector’s report as abatement. 


Recommendation - Only true overpayments should be shown on 


the report. Any refunds or abated taxes previously paid 
need not be shown on the report. 
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Management’s Comments - Previous auditors requested this 
be done so that a record shows that an abatement was 
issued. I (Lucy Lemons) have not done this since ae, 
audit and your recommendation.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank the area 
communities for their assistance during the 1992 year. 
Also, thank you to the Board of Selectmen and to the town 
office staff for all their help. We appreciate all you 
do! 


1992 proved to be the busiest year for the department in 


regards to juvenile problems. This year had a drastic 
increase of juveniles involved in thefts, criminal 
mischief, and vandalism. For example, the department’s 


windows were broken on four different occasions causing a 
bigger expense to the budget than what was figured for the 
year. We have received hundreds of complaints of mailbox 
damage and other types of mischief. Another example of 
the juvenile problems was the setting off of a homemade 
bomb in the downtown area. This was done with total 
disregard of the subject’s safety and the safety of others 
in the area at the time. It was very fortunate that no 
one was seriously injured. 


In October a major cocaine trafficking investigation was 
concluded with the arrest of four persons. A lot of time 
and effort was put into this investigation by Sgt. Wagner 
and members of the State Police. It was our feeling that 
the result of this investigation dealt a major blow to the 
drug trafficking in the New Ipswich area. We hope the 
1993 year will prove to be as successful in fighting this 
problem. With limited manpower and resources, it is a 
difficult fight, a fight that we must win to salvage our 
children’s future. 


High priority this year for the department was training. 
Full time and part time officers attended both in-house 
and state sponsored schools. Schools ranged from Drug 
Investigation and Identification to DWI Apprehension and 
Prosecution. All officers received the weapons which were 
approved at last year’s town meeting. They have been 
trained and qualified with these weapons. 


This year a more official Animal Control Officer’s 
department was developed. Under the direct supervision of 
the police department, Greg Cain was appointed Animal 
Control Officer after the resignation of Ken Whicker. 
Greg has done an outstanding job in developing a more 
complete program and the care of the animals at the 
kennel. A holding facility was built at the landfill for 
stray animals. We would like to thank all those who 
donated in any way in the development of this program. 
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Every donation is very much appreciated. Prior to the 
introduction of this program, the police department was 
handling areas of animal control. After you view Greg’s 
report, you will see the necessity of having this position 
filled, especially now with the rabies virus that is 
present in 


our area with the wild animals and the danger this virus 
gives to domestic animals, as well as humans. We will be 
dealing with this problem for a long time. 


We cannot stress enough the home education parents should 
give to their children regarding this issue. This 
department, along with Greg Cain, will be more than happy 
to assist parents or organizations in explaining the 
dangers and precautions that should take place in dealing 
with a possible rabid animal. At the present time, Greg 
Cain uses his personal vehicle to do this job. I don’t 
think any one of us would appreciate having to put a rabid 
animal in our vehicle in which our children ride in. We 
are asking by Warrant Article for a new cruiser this year. 
I would like to keep our 1989 cruiser for the Animal 
Control Officer. This vehicle will not be worth much by 
the time we get a new cruiser. We will keep this cruiser 
equipped so we will be in constant contact with the Animal 
Control Officer. At the present time, he has no way of 
communicating with us if he should get hurt or needs 
assistance. This job does not pay much. I would hope you 
would have some concern for Greg’s safety and the safety 
of his family and allow for him to have this department 
vehicle. 


This year we became involved with the Mediation Program 
located out of the Milford office. This program helps 
families that have conflict or communication problems with 
their children. Anyone interested in obtaining more 
information regarding this program, please stop by the 
station to obtain some literature. 


As every year, the following is a breakdown of calls 


handled and received by the New Ipswich Police Department. 


A total of 12,884 calls were received for the year. Of 
those, 12,026 were of a miscellaneous nature. The 
breakdown of the remaining number of calls is as follows:

ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


In May of 1992, the formal position of Animal Control 
Officer was activated and we believe has been quite 
successful. The following is a summary of events that 
took place from May to December 31, 1992. 


DOG COMPLAINTS - There were 56 complaints filed. Many 
of these complaints were for barking 
and stray dogs. Other complaints 
were for dogs chasing deer, bothering 
livestock, barking at pedestrians, 


etc. 
DOG BITES - Five dog bites were reported, all of 
which were inflicted on children. 
STRAY DOGS - The picking up and transporting of 


stray dogs to the kennel at the 
landfill totaled twenty three dogs. 
Most of these animals were claimed 
and picked up by their owners. 

DEAD ANIMALS - Three domestic animals were picked up 
from road sides and disposed of at 
the landfill. Seven wild animals 
were picked up from road sides and 
disposed of at the landfill. 

ORDER TO ABATE - Four Orders to Abate were’ served. 
The main reason for these orders to 
abate were for loose dogs. 

LOST/MISSING DOGS - Twenty-five reports for missing dogs 


were taken. Most were found or went 
home on their own. 

MISSING CATS - Two cats were reported missing. 

WILD ANIMAL 

COMPLAINTS - There were fourteen complaints taken 
in regards to wild animals, most of 
which were for raccoons. 

STRAY CATS - Two stray cats were picked up. Both 
were adopted. 

CAT COMPLAINTS - There were two reported complaints. 

AUTO ACCIDENTS 

INVOLVING DOGS - Three dogs were struck by vehicles 
and killed. 


ANIMALS DESTROYED - There were three animals that were 
put to death which were either near 
death and suffering or a court order 
was issued to do so. 


There were four animals turned over to the Humane Society 
in Nashua, NH. 
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Other events that occurred in 1992 included pre-exposure 
rabies inoculation for the Animal Control Officer Greg 
Cain, the attendance at two conferences/classes in regard 
to the mid-Atlantic strain of rabies, which is now in our 
area, and a rabies clinic which was held in New Ipswich in 
which mostly cats came to be inoculated against rabies. 
There were many calls coming in to report rabid raccoons, 
two of which were confirmed to be positive for the rabies 
virus by the state of New Hampshire. We expect more calls 
of this nature in the coming year. 


TO ALL CAT OWNERS - it is now the law in the state of New 
Hampshire to have your cat receive the rabies inoculation. 
We highly recommend that if you have not had this done 
that you get your cat vaccinated immediately due to the 
fact that cats are at a higher risk than that of dogs of 
contracting the rabies virus. However, we also recommend 
that your dog be vaccinated too.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our 
state. Our largest fire was in May in Rumney where a 
suspicious fire burned approximately 150 acres with a 
total cost of approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of 
Forests and Lands assisted many other communities in 
wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a 
total of 136 acres. Our major causes of fires were fires 
kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with 
fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) 
requires that, "No person, firm or corporation shall 
kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to 
be burned any material in the open, except when the ground 
is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written 
fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where 
the burning is to be done." Violation of this statute is 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or 
a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing 
fires. The small average fire size of .47 acre/fire is a 
tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower 
system and the quick response of our trained local fire 
departments. Please help your Warden and fire department 
by requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling 
an open fire. 


The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns 
with a total of $20,000 in 50/50 cost share grants for 
fire fighter safety items and wildland suppression 
equipment in 1992.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Fire Department responded to 112 calls during the past 
year. This was a relatively quiet year for the 
department.

One meeting is set aside for 
business and the other two are for training. The 
department members also attend weekend training at least 
twice a year. 


The Fire Department is proud to announce that the new 
rescue truck was put in service this last June. This 
truck will serve the town for many years. The cost to the 
town for this truck was $950.00. If the town would have 
had to buy this truck, it would have cost the town around 
$40,000 or $50,000. The truck was sold to the department 
for one dollar ($1.00) by Mr. Bill Blease. Tuttles Auto 
supplied parts and body work, Parks Construction supplied 
body work and the painting of the truck, Oakridge Sign and 
Graphics supplied all the sign work, Westside Auto 
supplied all the mechanical repair, Vanguard Manufacturing 
supplied the shelving for the interior, Bound Tree 
Equipment Co. supplied electrical parts and Mr. Gus Doucet 
supplied parts. Along with the Fire Dept. members, this 
project was completed. The department would like to thank 
all that helped. 


During the past year the department welcomed the following 
new members: Roger and Richard Trempe, Peter Aho, Richard 
Lehtonen, Bruce Dorson, Dean Navaroli and Kevin Doucet. 
These new members have become a real asset to the 
department. During the coming year the department will be 
holding different types of fundraising events. 


Finally the department would like to thank the Women’s 
Auxiliary for all the help they have provided to the 
department inthe past year and also the other departments 
in town.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


1992 was a very busy and productive year and all of the 
goals set for projects were accomplished. That workload 
consisted of crushing 6,000 yards of gravel, screening 
5,000 yards of sand and making and distributing 1,800 
yards of pugmill mix (cold patch). We also paved the 
Temple Road project along with the intersections at 
Stowell Road, Old Wilton Road, Leel Road and finish coat 
on Timbertop Road. 


Ditching, shimming and sealing were done to a section of 
Old Wilton Road, Temple Road, section of Old Greenville 
Road, section off of Beechwood Road, Dark Lane Road, 
section of Davis Village Road, section of North Road, Mill 
Street, Lower River Road, section of Currier, River Road, 
section of Old Country Road and intersection of Perry 
Road. Total mileage done was 5.774 miles. Other work 
done was distributing approximately 4,000 yards crushed 
gravel on dirt roads, applied liquid calcium chloride to 
7 miles of dirt roads, installed 600 feet underdrain with 
6" pipe and_e stone, installed several culverts and 
installed some guardrails. 


The highway employees that have beared with me for another 
year are Sulo Kolapakka, Dana Lawrence and Paul Tibbetts 
and we have added Aaron Stacy this year as a full time 
employee. I would like to thank them all for a job well 
done. 


Thank you to the townspeople who appropriated funds fora 
new pickup, a new sander for the one ton truck, a second 
hand chipper and some new two way radio equipment. The 
only thing I was disappointed about was not appropriating 
a pressure washer to keep the equipment clean and salt 
free. I will try again this year to acquire one and ask 
for your support. 


The other warrant article will be for a new dump truck 
with a dump body that has a built in chain and spinner 


assembly that has a front discharge and side dump. It is 
designed to go from hauling materials to sanding roads 
without installing a separate sander. With the front 
discharge it will be much safer as it distributes sand in 
front of the rear wheels. With the freezing rain type 
winters we seem to be having, this type of unit will 
become very useful. We presently have a 1977 GMC sand 


truck that has a reliability problem and for the next 
couple years it would be used as a backup unit and to be 
used when conditions warrant all equipment available be 
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used. We also would be able to use the truck for hauling 
as most hauling from the landfill to different projects 
takes quite a bit of time and we can use the extra truck 
to be as productive as possible. The truck as figured 
will also be equipped with a reversible front plow and 
frame, central hydraulics, 2 way radio, flashers and 
beacon lights. 


I would like to thank the majority of townspeople for 
their support and cooperation in dealing with adverse road 
conditions and also thank the Selectmen, Linda, Cindy and 
Joanne at the Tonw Office, Police Department, Fire 
Department, Sue at the Pool and Mikko as Sexton for their 
help and cooperation.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


The abatement process this year brought forth a concern of 
the taxpayers to the Board of Assessors. Many homeowners 
in New Ipswich are taking advantage of the lower interest 


rates and refinancing their homes. Due to a depressed 
market, the mortgage company’s assessments are 20 to 30% 
lower than the town’s assessments. The Board feels that 


in all fairness to the taxpayer, this condition and 
solution should be addressed. 


The town of New Ipswich was re-evaluated in 1989 by MMC, 
Trict Although these rates are a reflection of the 
thriving and healthy market of that time and not a true 
dollar assessment for the present, these are the rates 
that the town must use. 


The tax rate is a reflection of the assessed value of the 


town. If by a drop of assessment value is say 25%, the 
tax rate would raise to accommodate this drop in 
assessment. The average homeowner would be paying about 


the same tax bill, because the town, school system and 
county have fixed costs that must be satisfied. 


To simplify this issue, your assessment used by the town 
is not a market assessment of your property, but an 
assessment of your fair share of the total town assessment 
as compared to other properties in town. 


A revaluation of New Ipswich is due by 1998. This may be 
done at an earlier date if the people of New Ipswich so 
decide. Until this is done, the town is bound by its 
current assessments done in 1989. If the people of New 
Ipswich decide that they want a revaluation, the cost of 
the revaluation would be paid by the taxpayers of New 
Ipswich. 


The ultimate outcome of a town revaluation would be that 
each taxpayer would still be responsible for their fair 
share of the taxes. All things remaining equal, the final 
tax bills would also remain equal. 


In 1992 the state of New Hampshire streamlined current use 
categories from 13 to 3 with some subcategories. Due to 
this process, active gravel pits in current use must be 
addressed. An active gravel pit cannot have current use 
status. Therefore, gravel pit owners will be asked to 
meet with the Board to correct this situation in the 
coming year. 
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The Board would like to express our appreciation and 
thanks to Larry Ackerson for his year of service as a 
member of the Board.

PLANNING BOARD 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


Subdivision activity for 1992 followed the pattern of 1991 
with another quiet year. The Planning Board held 31 
public hearings, approved six subdivisions, one technical 
subdivision, four lot line adjustments and one site plan. 


Under the provisions of New Hampshire RSA 155E and the New 
Ipswich Excavation Regulations, the Planning Board began 
cataloging the town’s sand and gravel pits. This will be 
a continuing effort until they all have restoration plans, 
or have been restored and closed. This is both a safety 
issue as well as conservation issue and for the protection 
of the abutters. 


Work continues on the Master Plan update with the 
completion of the computerizing of the town tax and 
planning maps. We will again be looking for volunteers to 
help with this continuing effort. 


There were no changes to the Board’s composition this 
year, but we are in need of additional alternates and will 
gratefully consider anyone who may wish to volunteer. 
Oiva Anderson and Donald Carlson were re-elected for 
another three year term. Warren Johnson, Ed Morrill, 
George Molignano and Nat Ober remain on the Board. Joanne 
Meshna continues her able support of the Board as 
alternate member and secretary. We would be very hard put 
to do without her capable services.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


During 1992 the Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) received 
applications for three special exceptions and _ two 
variances. As of the end of the year two special 
exceptions had been granted. Final action on one special 
exception and one variance application were still pending. 


The ZBA meets regularly at 7:30 p.m. at the town office on 
the first Tuesday of every month and on an as needed basis 
as the work load requires. 


Applications for special exceptions and variances can be 
obtained from the town office during normal working hours. 
We strongly recommend that applicants arrange for an 
informal meeting with the ZBA before filling out the 
application to clarify the requirements of the application 
and to discuss the process with the members of the Board. 
We have found that these informal meetings help to prevent 
the frustration that can occur when an application is 
rejected because of insufficient information and to put a 
human face on the Board members and the applicant. Please 
call the ZBA secretary, Joanne Meshna, to arrange 
appointments. 


It is important to understand that the process of 
obtaining a special exception or a variance is both in the 
interest of the applicant’s abutters and the community at 
large, but also in the interest of protecting the rights 
of the applicant contained in the New Ipswich Zoning 
Ordinance and related legislation of the state of New 
Hampshire. 


The ZBA is in need of citizens interested in serving as 
new members of the Board whether on an alternate basis or 
as full members of the Board. Appointments are made by 
the Board of Selectmen. Please contact the town office if 
you are interested in serving your community in this 
capacity.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


The big project during the year, the one we spent the most 
manhours on, was the Land Conservation Investment Program 
(LCIP). Under this project the town won a grant of 
$200,000 to purchase 128 acres of conservation land from 
the Packard Estate. After fourteen months of meetings and 
discussions with representatives of the Fleet Bank, the 
Packard Estate Trustee, we obtained the trust acceptance. 
We then had to obtain surveys and detailed appraisals for 
the estate land as well as the matching grant lands. 
Twenty-eight months had passed since we had the 
preliminary appraisals which were the basis of the LCIP 
grant. In June when the new appraisals came in, property 
values had fallen. The Packard property was not worth the 
$200,000 which the bank said it had to have and the value 
of the matching easements was even less. We were given 
thirty days by the LCIP to raise the $10,000 shortfall by 
private donations and add more easement grants to meet the 
LCIP grant or the money would be spent on other projects. 
We did achieve this objective in the alotted time thanks 
to the wonderful support of many citizens of New Ipswich. 
But, during this same period the bank made a unilateral 
decision to sell the property themselves and not accept 
the LCIP program. However, all was not lost to the town 
because those people who had offered easements honored 
their agreements anyway. In November the five families 
granting 219 acres of easements met with the Board of 
Selectmen and Conservation Commission members and were 
thanked for their generosity. This meeting terminated a 
program begun in the fall of 1989. 


One of the committees formed last year was the community 


tree committee chaired by Valera Nichols. Spring tree 
plantings took place at the town playground and a town 
tree nursery was started on conservation land. Thanks to 


this committee, a Tree Warden was appointed enabling the 
town to apply for and receive a Small Business 
Administration Tree Planting Program grant of $4,000. 
The program will be implemented by the Tree Warden under 
the supervision of the Selectmen. 


The pathways committee, chaired by Bob Boynton, built our 
first trail on Turkey Hills and we hope more trails can be 
built as we acquire new easements. This trail is about 
two miles starting from the sign on Old Country Road down 
to Hoar Pond. There you can see evidence of a family of 
beavers and the new beaver tube installed last fall to 
maintain the present level of the pond in spite of the 
ingenuity of the little creatures. This work was a 
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cooperative project with the Kenney family, the Poltrack 
family, Conservation Commission members and George 
Lawrence with the highway department backhoe. 


The water quality committee, chaired by Mary Jane Grasty, 
has started a regular program during the summer months of 
taking water samples at different sites, having the 
samples analyzed and then storing the data in the town 
computer files. When serious contamination is detected, 
the town Board of Health is notified. This background 
file of data will provide a reference for early detection 
of future threats to our town water quality.

1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


As predicted due to poor economy factors 1992 began as 
1991 ended with a steady flow of requests for assistance 
for many families. As has been done in the past 
applicants were advised to contact state and other 
programs to offset the use of the local funds. Many cases 
have been or were of the emergency type. Unfortunately it 
is hard to educate people to the fact that if they wait 
until the gas is empty or the lights are disconnected 
there are needless charges involved in remedying the 
Situation. Arrangements can be made through this office 
if it is known soon enough in many cases to avoid these 
charges. 


Since Mr. Coffey felt that he no longer had time to 
continue as Welfare Administrator, I assumed the duties 
during the summer and saw a stability which I did not 
expect when cold weather began. Generally assistance is 
at its highest during the winter. I am happy to report 
that the expected increase did not occur as had been 
predicted and we were able to live very close to our 
budget. As usual these were offset by people working for 
the town at an hourly rate which are not always reflected 
in the figures. I hope to expand on this in 1993 
attempting to recoup as much of the monies as possible and 
provide town departments with help which does not affect 
their individual department budget.

1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


The New Ipswich library presently has 15,068 volumes: 
fiction 5,464, non-fiction 4,761, juvenile 4,843 and video 
cassettes 76. The library receives 25 magazine 
subscriptions. Yearly circulation is over 17,383. The 
number of registered patrons was 900 as of August 1992. 


Classes from Central and Appleton Schools visit regularly. 
Fifty-eight "storytimes” were held for these classes. The 
preschool story hour is well attended. The Summer Story 
Hour program featured a puppet show by Cheryl Harris and 
a concert by Purly Gates, a folksinger. This concert was 
funded by the Stearns-Burton Lecture committee. The 
preschool story hour is run by mothers of those in 
attendance. 


As part of the ongoing maintenance program, one-half of 
the roof was reroofed. Both the interior and exterior of 


the library is being repainted. Some brush clearing and 
ground work needs to be done to protect the exterior 
walls. The library is reviewing the facility needs 


regarding the recent passage of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 


A very active Friends of the Library group was 
established. The group took charge of the annual fund 
drive and sponsored the open house to celebrate the 
library’s 105th birthday held in September. The group 
will be sponsoring various activities in conjunction with 
National Library Week.

HEALTH OFFICER 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


Several environmental issues arose in 1992 which might 
impact the health of our citizens. The standards for 
blood lead levels in children have been reduced. Routine 
testing revealed abnormally high lead levels in two 
children in town this year. The state health department 
inspected their homes for lead paint and both homes had to 
be deleaded. If you are planning any remodeling which 
might result in the generation of paint chips or dust, you 
should call the health department first for advice. 


Rabies in wild animals has finally arrived in New 
Hampshire and several rabid raccoons have been found in 


the area. People should avoid contact with any wild 
animal. It is recommended that all cats and dogs receive 
rabies’ shots. If an exposed person is not treated 


promptly rabies is fatal 100% of the time. If you are 
bitten or scratched by an animal, you should see your 
doctor immediately. If you wait until you feel sick, it’s 
too late. 


The Environmental Protection Agency has identified passive 
smoking as a cause of disease and death among non-smokers. 
It is estimated that involuntary smoking kills more than 


50,000 non-smokers each year. NH state regulations 
further restricting smoking in restaurants will go into 
effect in July of this vear. The New Ipswich health 


department enforces state restrictions on smoking in 
public places. 


The federal government has mandated that all states must 
enforce the prohibition on the sale of tobacco products to 
minors under the age of 18. Active enforcement efforts 
have begun in many states but not yet in New Hampshire. 
The health department has contacted local merchants to 
solicit their observance of the law. If citizens have any 
complaints about tobacco sales to minors they may be 
reported to the health officer.

“just another" department nomenclature! SVAS’ “18. a 
nonprofit corporation provided by area _ volunteers, 
consisting of a Board of Directors and driver/attendants. 
We continue to provide quality, professional emergency 
service to the residents (and any passing through) of the 
communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
Our Board of Directors is comprised of eleven members, two 
each from each town and three driver representatives. Our 
driver/attendants are residents of the four towns. All 
involved are voluntary members of SVAS with the sole 
purpose of providing this four town community with a 
viable ambulance service in return for the cost of this 24 
hour, 365 day a year service. This budget does not 
include the construction of our new building on Route 124, 
New Ipswich, which has been funded and built entirely by 
extremely generous donations from area individuals, local 
contractors, local businesses and the Mascenic Building 
Crew. This building is not another tax burden to 
community taxpayers! 


In the following year we will continue to provide 
efficient, professional service to all residents without 


individual "run" charges. We will continue to maintain 
our cost levels for our service so as not to be an extra 
"tax burden" to the community we serve. We will ask for 


no town support for our building, but continue to rely on 
fundraising events and donations from individual residents 
who appreciate and acknowledge our ever-ready response to 
each ambulatory emergency within our community.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


Summary of services provided from July 1, 1991 thru June 
30, 1992 to New Ipswich residents: 


*It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents 
of our catchment area, and to provide for the identified 
counseling needs of the community. 


*Monadnock Family Services provides a full range of 
treatment for individuals who need counseling or who are 
experiencing a mental disorder. There are no restrictions 
based on diagnosis or age, and we continue to offer 


services to clients with little to no income. The 
Peterborough District Office is open five days and three 
nights a week. The Jaffrey District Office is now open 


four days and two evenings each week. 


*Based in our Keene Office, we provide 24 hour Emergency 
Services 7 days a week, 365 days a year. As a part of 
that coverage, Mobile Crisis staff also provide services 
to the Monadnock Community Hospital emergency room, and to 
patients admitted to the medical units upon a physician’s 
request. This year our Mobile Emergency Services served 
611 individuals. 


*Through our Keene office, we offer services to clients 
who meet Department of Mental Health guidelines, that are 
partially supported by state funds. In addition to Mobile 
Emergency Services these include: Psychiatric Assessment 
and Medication Treatment, Client Service Management, 
Residential and Vocational Services, Continuous Treatment 
Team, and the New Beginnings Clubhouse. 


*Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 1906 
individuals. Of those 655 were under the age of 19 and 
156 were over the age of 59. This figure is reflective of 
open cases and does not contain those individuals who may 
have been seen as adjunct members of treatment (i.e., 
family members, school personnel, legal or other sources 
of referral). 


*This past fiscal year, Monadnock Family Services provided 
to New Ipswich residents, 

-598 hours of direct treatment to 

-15 residents under the age of 18 and 

-33 residents 19 and older. 
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*Primary referral sources were self and friend referred, 
physicians, social service agencies, schools, and the 
legal system. 


*MFS Adult Care Center was open over 900 hours in 1992, 
with an average daily attendance of approximately 15 
clients. We provided over 13,500 hours of service to 
elderly residents and their families. Many of the clients 
have Alzheimer’s Disease or related illnesses due to 
aging. 


*The dollar amount requested from New Ipswich to help us 
continue offering these services, is arrived at by 
multiplying the 1990 Census Bureau population figure by 
$1.00. This per capita amount represents no increase for 


the last three years. The amount we are requesting is 
$3,986.
